NOT IN GHINA 


Japanese Reported Offering 
Apoligy As Ambassador 
Lies Gravely Wounded

SHANGHAI, (Copyright, 1937, By 
United Press)—Sir Hughe Knatchbull- 
Hugessen, British ambassador to China, 
was shot through the body today by a 
Japanese airplane machine gun bullet 
as he was racing toward Shanghai 
from Nanking for an emergency con- 
ference with British officials. 

The bullet touched the spine but did 
not sever the spinal cord. 

Marine officers who went to offer 
their condolences to the ambassador 
were told that his liver had been pene- 
trated by the machine gun blast. 

The incident dwarfed for the moment 
the savage battle being fought on a 
20-mile front north of the city. 

British-Japanese relations were 
brought to the most delicate, danger- 
ous point in many years. 

The ambassador had decided to come 
here for a most urgent conference with 
the commanders in chief of the Brit- 
ish fleet and garrison and consular

The Seasonal Stove
